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DELAWARE  COLLEGE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

PURPOSE 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Summer  School  is  the 
training  of  teachers  for  the  schools  of  this  region.  In- 
cidentally opportunity  will  be  provided  for  high  school 
students  to  make  up  any  deficiency  in  college  entrance 
requirements  and  for  college  students  to  pursue  college 
work  in  the  summer  months. 

STATE  PAYS  EXPENSES  OF  TEACHERS 
According  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Delaware  "every  public  school 
teacher  of  the  State,  who  shall  have  taught  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  State  for  at  least  one  year,  and  who  shall 
declare  the  intention  of  continuing  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  State,  and  who  shall  attend  the  summer 
session  for  public  school  teachers  at  Delaware  College 
*  *  *  *  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  amount  of  his 
or  her  expenses  for  board  and  transportation  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  said  summer  session,"  unless  such  teacher 
"shall  not  have  attended  the  full  session,"  shall  not  have 
"been  faithful  in  pursuing  the  course,"  or  shall  not  have 
"adhered  to  his  or  her  declared  intention  to  continue  teach- 
in  this  State." 

CONDITIONS  OF  PAYMENT  OF  EXPENSES 
AT  SUMMER  SCHOOL  1917 

I  Applicant  must  have  taught  at  least  one  year  in 
Delaware  public  schools. 

II  Applicant  must  declare  intention  of  continuing  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Delaware  for  the  en- 
suing year  and  must  adhere  to  the  declared  intention. 


III  Applicant  must  attend  entire  first  term  of  six  weeks, 
beginning  June  25  and  ending  August  3.  This  con- 
dition may  be  modified  to  accommodate  any  teacher 
whose  school  is  still  in  session  on  June  25. 

IV  May  attend  second  term  also,  August  6  to  August  31, 
at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

V  Must  take  full  work — three  regular  courses — and  give 
indications  of  earnestness  of  purpose  and  profes- 
sional spirit  throughout  session. 

VI  Students  having  shown  exceptional  ability  may  take 
four  regular  courses. 

VII  All  students  will  be  encouraged  to  take  one  special 

subject. 

VIII  Must  make  application  for  admission  to  Summer 
School,  fill  out  and  return  the  information  blank  on 
page  11  of  this  bulletin  on  or  before  May  15,  1917. 

IX  It  may  be  necessary  for  students  living  within  com- 
muting distance  to  commute.  A  student  is  within 
commuting  distance  if  transportation  facilities  are 
convenient  and  if  the  cost  of  transportation  does  not 
exceed  the  expenses  of  a  student  in  residence. 

X  Expenses  will  be  refunded  by  the  State  the  latter 
part  of  October,  provided  the  foregoing  conditions 
have  been  met. 

Notice — Each  person   pays   own   expenses   while   at 
Summer  School. 


THE  EXPENSES  PAID  BY  THE  STATE 

Those  students  who  are  in  residence  will  receive  one 
round  trip  carfare  from  the  railroad  station  nearest 
the  home  to  Newark,  and  room  and  board  at  the  Col- 


lege  amounting  to  $30-$35  for  the  six  and  $50-$60  for 
the  ten  weeks. 

II  Those  who  commute  will  receive  a  commutation 
ticket  for  six  or  ten  weeks  session  from  the  railroad 
station  nearest  the  home  to  Newark,  and  luncheon  at 
the  College.

ADMISSION 

No  examinations  are  required  for  admission  to  the 
Summer  School.  The  first  day  of  the  session  will  be  devot- 
ed to  registration ;  and  in  order  to  receive  credit  for  work 
done  a  student  must  register  on  or  before  the  2nd  day  of 
July.  In  order  to  get  expenses  paid  by  State  a  teacher 
must  attend  entire  first  term.  The  schedules  of  all  stu- 
dents and  any  changes  in  schedules  must  be  approved  by 
the  Director.  For  each  and  every  change  made  in  the 
schedule  of  any  student  after  registration  has  been  com- 
pleted, unless  such  change  is  occasioned  by  the  author- 
ities of  the  Summer  School,  a  charge  of  fifty  cents  will  be 
made.  Students  applying  for  admission  to  advanced 
courses,  for  which  credit  will  be  given,  must  give  evidence 
of  their  fitness  to  take  such  courses. 

SESSION  LENGTHENED  TO  TEN  WEEKS 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  more  serious  teach- 
ers the  Summer  School  for  1917  will  be  lengthened  to  ten 
weeks,  made  up  of  two  terms,  the  first  of  six  and  the 
second  of  four  weeks.  The  session  will  begin  on  the  25th 
of  June,  the  first  term  closing  on  the  3rd  of  August  and 
the  second  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month.  Only  the  more 
advanced  courses,  or  courses  for  which  there  is  a  strong 
demand,  will  continue  for  the  ten  weeks. 


TEACHER  TRAINING  COURSE 

The  Women's  College  of  Delaware  offers  a  two  years' 
course  in  Education  leading  to  a  certificate.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Summer  School  to  so  coordinate  its  work 
with  that  of  the  College  that  students  may  complete  the 
course  in  any  one  of  three  ways:  (1)  by  taking  two  years 
of  work  at  the  College;  (2)  by  taking  one  year  of  work 
at  the  College  and  attending  three  summer  sessions  of 
ten  weeks  each;  or  (3)  by  attending  six  summer  sessions. 
Completion  of  the  course  would  be  equivalent  to  gradua- 
tion from  a  normal  school.  As  preparation  for  the  course 
graduation  from  a  four  year  high  school,  or  its  equivalent, 
will  be  required. 

The  following  studies  are  prescribed: 

Education 18  credits 

English 12       " 

Social  Science   12       " 

Science 6       " 

Electives 12       " 

Total 60  credits 

COURSE  FOR  RURAL  MINISTERS 

A  special  two  weeks'  course  for  rural  ministers  will 
be  offered  in  the  Summer  School  immediately  following 
the  first  term,  August  6  to  August  17  inclusive.  The 
course  will  include  series  of  lectures  on  Rural  Sociology, 
Rural  Education,  Religious  Education,  and  General  Ag- 
riculture. 


COLLEGE  CREDIT  FOR  CERTAIN  COURSES 

Credit  in  Delaware  College  and  the  Women's  College 
will  be  given  for  work  done  in  the  advanced  courses. 
Among  these  will  be  courses  in  Agriculture,  Education, 
English,    History,    Mathematics,     Poltical    Science,    So- 


ciology.  The  acceptance  of  work  done  in  the  Summer 
School  by  Delaware  College  and  the  Women's  College 
means  that  such  work  will  be  accepted  in  institutions 
where  their  work  is  accredited. 

NUMBER  OF  COURSES  THAT  MAY  BE  TAKEN 

The  number  of  regular  courses  that  may  be  taken 
by  a  student  is  limited  to  three,  except  through  special 
permission  of  the  faculty  or  in  the  case  of  a  student  who 
has  attended  the  Summer  School  or  thei  College  prev- 
iously and  done  an  exceptionally  high  grade  of  work. 
An  additional  special  course  may  be  taken,  or  regular 
course  visited.     Special  courses  are  starred. 

AMOUNT  OF  CREDIT  TO  BE  GIVEN 

A  course  meeting  five  times  a  week  for  the  ten  weeks 
will  receive  three  college  credits.  Thus  it  would  be  pos- 
sible for  a  student  to  secure  from  9  to  12  credits  in  the 
ten  weeks.  The  requirement  for  graduation  from  the 
Arts  and  Science  Course  in  Delaware  College  is  128 
credits. 

SCHEDULE   OF  RECITATIONS 

All  recitations  in  the  regular  subjects  will  take  place 
in  the  morning.  There  will  be  five  recitation  periods  of 
50  minutes  each,  the  first  beginning  at  8.00  a.  m.  and  the 
fifth  closing  at  1.00  p.  m.  All  classes  meet  five  times 
a  week.

EXPENSES  AND  LIVING  ACCOMMODATIONS 

Tuition  is  free  to  residents  of  Delaware;  others  will 
be  charged  a  nominal  tuition  fee  of  $5.  A  limited  number 
of  students  may  secure  room  and  board  at  the  College 
Dormitories  and  Dining  Halls  at  $30-$35  for  the  six  and 
$50-$60  for  the  ten  weeks.  In  order  to  secure  reserva- 
tions the  applicant  must  make  a  deposit  of  $5.  This  will  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  charged  for  the  entire  session. 
Additional  accommodations  may  be  secured  in  the  town 
at  convenient  distances  from  the  College.  The  total  ex- 
penses of  those  attending  the  1916  session  of  six  weeks 
varied  between  $40  and  $50. 

The  College  Dormitories  and  Dining  Halls  will  be 
under  the  supervision  of  Professor  Mary  E.  Rich  as 
Dean  of  Women.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  single 
rooms  the  bedrooms  accommodate  two  persons  each. 
Every  student  is  asked  to  provide  her  own  blankets  and 
pillows,  sheets,  pillow  cases,  and  towels.  The  latter,  which 
are  washed  free  of  charge,  should  be  marked  with  the 
name  of  the  owner.
